The disease was reported 
present in epidemic form at Tananarive during the period from Octo- 
ber 1 to December 31, 1916, with 212 cases, and in January and Feb- 
ruary, 191.7, with 199 cases. It continued to be reported present 
from February 25 to June 3, 1917. The native population of 
Tananarive is 62,410.'
